(PANA)—The first congress of the ruling Burundi Dem- 
ocratic Front, Frodebu, Sunday [8 January] elected Jean 
Minani as the party’s chairman. Minani, whose election 
as speaker of parliament on | December was rejected by 
the Tutsi-dominated opposition, scooped 177 out of the 
221 votes cast. 


Speaking to reporters after his election, the new Frodebu 
chairman promised to do his best to enable the party 
play its leading role. Political observers in Bujumbura 
believe his election to head Frodebu, taking over from its 
founder Melchior Ndadaye who was assassinated on 21 
October 1993, is a step towards his resignation as 
speaker. 


To these observers, President Sylvestre Ntibantungaya, 
who was speaker before him finally gave in to the 
Opposition objections in order to end a dangerous polit- 
ical crisis. Ntibantunganya hinted in his new year speech 
that Minani would be removed as speaker by promising 
that he would be assigned another post by new year. 


Minani, a Hutu in his 40’s and married to a Nigerian- 
Tunisian, is blamed by the Tutsi-dominated National 
Union for Progress (Uprona) for allegedly urging his 
tribesman to avenge the death of Ndadaye. His call on 
radio while in Rwanda when Ndadaye was assassinated 
by Tutsi Army officers triggered an inter-ethnic blood- 
bath which has reportedly led to the killing of about 
50,000 and 100,000 Tutsi and Hutu opposition mem- 
bers.

African Republic, your country’s judiciary power, the 
Supreme Court's plenary assembly, proclaimed the 
results of the 28 December 1994 referendum on 7 
January. The vote was 82.06 percent in favor and 17.17 
percent against a new constitution. 


This victory is once again your victory. It is the victory of 
truth over lies; the victory of love over hatred; it is the 
victory of national unity. It is the victory of genuine 
democracy over sham and artificial democracy; it is the 
victory of active and responsible participation of the 
people in all the resources that God has so generously 
given to them. It is the victory against dictatorship 
through the clear separation of powers: the executive, 
legislative, and judicial powers. It is the victory against 
military and institutional coup d’etats so that the Central 
African people can calmly and resolutely embark on the 
vast economic and social development program which 
will soon begin in all the regions of the Central African 
Republic. [passage omitted] 


We pay tribute to all comrade workers in both the public 
and private sectors and reaffirm my readiness to seek 
together the ways and means for solutions to our problems 
without any demagogy. The new constitution offers 
workers all the guarantees won through the struggle we 
engaged together for the change in our country. It is also a 
responsibility taken up between social partners through 
sincere dialogue and consultations in order to create a 
healthy and suitable atmosphere that could entice indus- 
trialists and financiers who are already rushing to our 
country for massive investments. The solutions cannot be 
found in the streets, but around the negotiating table. That 
is the path to follow within the framework of the Fifth 
Republic. We must also—and I emphasize this—change 
our mentality and attitude to work. We must aim at a job 
well done; a responsible and conscientious job. Because we 
are patriots, let us reject anything that is capable of 
tarnishing our good reputation. [passage omitted] 


I pay glowing tribute to businessmen operating in our 
country. I congratulate all those who work genuinely for the 
promotion of the Central African Republic. However, I 
warn unscrupulous businessmen who falsify their accounts, 


‘’ - encourage tax evasion, and capital flight, and actively prac- 


tice corruption and thus weaken our economy. Such busi- 
nessmen, we do not want in our country. We favor flour- 
ishing business, but this should be done in transparency in 
adherence to the law. Anyone involved in cases of shady 
deals will be severely punished. 


To you Central African citizens, when are you going io 
be real businessmen? You spend yuur time der.igrating 
one another, in torpedoing one anotiier, in encouraging 
corruption, defending brokering for foreign traders. You 
sell or import cheap junk whereas conditions are hence- 
forth ripe for you to get loans by working out bankable 
projects, either individually or collectively, for joint 
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guarantees to develop all the regions of the country by 
solidly establishing yourselves in Bangui and especially 
in the provinces. 


[passage omitted] You leaders of al! the Central African 
political parties, on behalf of the Fifth Republic—our 
Republic reborn in all its splendor—I sincerely com- 
mend you. We have shown the entire world our ability to 
take take charge of ourselves when it is to preserve peace 
and national unity. It is only by doing so that we will be 
respected by the others. It is not the outside world that 
should dictate our behavior to us. Only the sovereign 
Central African people remain the true judge. It is our 
imperative duty to respect and listen to them. It 1s also 
our imperative duty to tell them the truth, all the truth, 
and nothing but the truth.

As for me, I make it a point to renew to you my total 
availability to continue the trip we have started together 
and I reaffirm my strong desire to respect our new 
constitution scrupulously.

Refugees Minister Assesses Nairobi Summit

[FBIS Translated Text] [Bihozagara} There was a single 
issue on the agenda of the Nairobi meeting—the 
problem of Rwandan refugees in the region. We were 
astonished to see that issues such as reconciliation and 
negotiations were brought up again at the summit, 
although the negotiations issue had not been raised a* the 
cabinet meeting. 


As for the MRND [National Revolutionary Develop- 
ment Movement], we know very well that this party 
organized the massacres and carried them out, and this is 
why we think that the MRND has excluded itself from 
the Arusha Accords. We are not saying that ail MRND 
members were behind the massacres, but we are asking 
for names of people at the MRND, or else they should 
differentiate themselves from the actions of the MRND; 
then we are ready to collaborate with them. 


[de Courcelles] What about the creation of safe corridors 
in refugee camps? 


[Bihozagara] We agree that there should be what we call 
transit zones. There are already some in Rwanda, here. 
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Security zones are out of the question because, for us, to 
say that there are security zones implies that there is 
insecurity around the security zones. This is the old 
definition of the security zone of Operation Turquoise 
{launched by France in Rwanda last summer]. 


[de Courcelles] So what would a transit zone be exactly? 


[Bihozagara] They are zones where refugees could be 
camped initially. They would then be taken to their 
respective villages. We agree that there should be repre- 
sentatives of the Rwandan Government in these zones 
but, of course, also representatives of the international 
community. 


[de Courcelles}] Finally, was this summit useful, or do 
you see it as another failure? 


[Bihozagara] No, this summit was very positive because 
it enabled the heads of state to understand the situation 
better and to express themselves about the problem of 
refugees because we think that the main issue is that of 
the refugee camps where ordinary refugees are being held 
hostage by (?militias) and former soldiers. As long as 
people agree to release the hostages, we think that a 
solution to the problem of the refugees can be found. 


Colonel Admits Army Role in Camp Shootings

people had been killed at a refugee camp in southern 
Rwanda, and that Hutu militias, keen to destabilize the 
RPF [Rwandan Patriotic Front] Government, were 
being blamed, but today the RPF’s Army, the RPA 
[Rwandan Patriotic Army], has admitted that one of its 
patrols was responsible and that disciplinary action will 
be taken. On the line to Kigali, Josephine Hazely asked 
RPA spokesperson Colonel Frank Mugambage what, 
according to his information, happened at the camp. 


[Begin recording] [Mugambage] What we know by now is 
that there are people who died out of the incident 
involving our soldiers, a group of our soldiers. There are 
about 12 people who died and some others injured. Once 
that had been established, when we got that information, 
we have held responsible [sentence as heard], we have 
arrested the operation commander of the prefecture and 
that is a major, Major Rwigamba Filbert, and also 
arrested the specific officer in charge of the Nshili area, 
who may have been involved in those skirnuishes. 


{Hazely] So where did this attack take place? 


[Mugambage] The specific place, i know, is Busanze in 
the commune of Nshili of Gikongoro prefecture. 


[Hazely] Now what exactly did your soldiers do? 


[Mugambage] Well, the inforrnation we have is that there 
were shootouts and there are versions about what may 
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have happened. It is precisely for that reason that we 
have dispatched a team of people to investigate and give 
us the exact circumstances and whatever motives may 
have been behind the incident. 


[Hazely] Now, the reports we have here say that your 
soldiers opened fire on some people in a camp that they 
were searching. 


[Mugambage] I would rather we do not speculate since 
the details of the findings should be out soon. 


[Hazely] But can you tell us, though, what may have 
prompted your soldiers to be involved in these shootouts 
that resulted in these deaths? 


[Mugambage] This is precisely what I am waiting to hear 
from the investigating team that has gone down to find 
out. 


{Hazely] You said that you have arrested two of your 
officers, then why did you arrest them then if you do not 
have the full details yet? 


[Mugambage] We know very well that the Army was 
irvolved. That one is not in dispute, and we know that 
some people have died so we say, okay, the people 
responsible for the security of the area must in the first 
place be held so that other facts can come out clearly. 


{[Hazely] Have you arrested these two officers in the 
meantime, just to demonstrate that you are still a disci- 
plined force and that people should not go around 
opening fire just like that? 


{[Mugambage] (?Well), it is not a demonstration of any- 
thing. It is a matter of procedure, it is a matter of a 
culture that has always been on. Anybody whose respon- 
sibility is not taken care of—whether by negligence or 
design or whatever it may be—it is always a procedure, it 
has always been a culture that they get held responsible 
for whatever may go amiss. [end recording} 


Government Issues New Currency 3 Jan

banknotes in 500, 1,000 and 5,000 franc denominations 
will be issued in Rwanda. A presidential decree inaugu- 
rating the new banknotes was confirmed by the Council 
of Ministers, which met under the chairmanship of 
President Pasteur Bizimungu in Kigali at the Ururwiro 
Village today. The old banknotes of 500, 1,000 and 5,000 
francs will no longer be valid in Rwanda with effect from 
midnight today, Monday, 2 January. So, their validity 
still has about five hours to go. 


One hundred franc banknotes and coins of 50, 10, five, 
two, and one francs will remain valid. 


According to a Rwandan national central bank commu- 
nique, the process of exchanging the old banknotes of 
5,000, 1,000 and 500 francs for the new banknotes will 
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start at 0800 tomorrow, Tuesday, 3rd January 1995 and 
end at 1600 on Wednesday, 3 January 1995. In order to 
expedite the process, the Rwandan national bank has 
specified many places where it can be conducted. [pas-

Those holding more than 2 million Rwandan francs are 


requested to effect the exchange at the Rwandan 


National Bank’s Kigali headquarters. Any individual 
Caught trying to exchange a forged banknote will be 
arrested by the security services and punished accord- 
ingly. INo one entering the country from ouiside will be 
allowed to bring in over 5,000 francs, in accordance with 
the laws governing the import and export of Rwandan 
currency. 


Farm Land Set Aside for Returning Refugees

[FBIS Translated Text] Rwanda is looking for more than 
half a million properties for returning refugees. The new 
regime wants to privatize the tea factories and is 
counting on Belgian agricultural know-how for recon- 
struction. 


“It is an illusion to think that our agriculture can feed the 
population in the medium term. Before the war we were 
only 80 percent self-supporting, the rest came from food 
aid,” says Rwandan Agriculture Minister Augustin Iya- 
muremye. “But we must exploit even the smallest plot 
and spread the crops over the most suitable ground. We 
must encourage investment in agriculture and leave the 
commercialization and processing of agricultural prod- 
ucts to the private sector. The government wants to 
make the tea factories subject to private sector law,” the 
minister adds. 


Those holding power in Kigali literally have little room 
for agricultural policies. The minister is searching in the 
margins. “We want to respect traditions, but we can 
open further new agricultural land. There are the large 
estates of, for example, public servants and state leaders, 
which are not used for agriculture. Marginal land, espe- 
cially marshland, can be exploited,” he says. 


Minister lyamuremye knows that he faces an enormous 
task. Because, he says: “Land played an important role in 
the genocide and therefore our solutions must prevent 
serious conflict in the future. The current crisis is the 
result of 30 years of denying the refugee problem. Now 
that these old refugees (from 1959-1960) are returning, 
we cannot allow them to live in the houses and on the 
land of those who fled recently.”’ At present an inventory 
is being drawn up of all uncultivated land: Its owner has 
been killed or fled, or land involved is owned by the 
state, and little or poorly exploited. 
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The question is how many houses and how much land are 
necessary. “It is a rather macabre calculation exercise,” the 
minister adinits. “We are working on the basis that one 
million people returned from exile from Uganda and 
Burundi, but that among them 40 percent are not farmers. 
Then we estimate the number of dead farmers at half a 
million, and we are calculating that some of the recent 
refugees will not return. In this way we think we will find 
between 500,000 and 600,000 properties.” The govern- 
ment is toying with the idea of reception areas, state 
properties which would be sub-divided and distributed. 


“We must encourage technical improvements, small 
livestock farming, and therefore the production of nat- 
ural fertilizer, but we must also direct the youth in other 
directions than agriculture,” says lyamuremye. “Agricul- 
ture is not the only way out for the country. We must be 
able to feed our people ourselves, but we must also aim 
at crafts, small industry and, in a larger international 
context, even at the services sector.” 


According to many analyses, in any event Rwanda is too 
small for its population. What about spreading some of 
the farmers over neighboring countries, where agricul- 
tural land is still available? That is not the government’s 
vision, the minister says. “Our policy is not to send 
people to Tanzania for example. That is unheard of, 
because who can we force to go and live there or 
elsewhere? Of course we will not stop anyone from 
leaving, but there is no question of compulsory emigra- 
tion,” he adds. 


Iyamuremye is a veterinarian and professor at Butare 
university. He managed a dairy farm and other enter- 
prises and has been active in politics over a long time. As 
head of the information service, he reported directly to 
former Prime Minister Agathe Uwilingiyimana, the last 
prime minister under Juvenal Habyarimana. The day 
after the murder of the president, Agathe, together with 
her Belgian bodyguards in Kigali, was murdered by Hutu 
extremists. The minister is looking hopefully to Belgium 
for a long-term solution. As a student he lived through 
the partition of Leuven university. “Belgium knows 
Rwanda very well, has an influence in the region, and 
can play a role along with other friendly nations,” he 
says. “In agriculture we lost many managers and much of 
our genetic patrimony: from selected seeds through to 
livestock. Many competent and experienced Belgians are 
again active in our country, but in the context of inter- 
national institutions.”

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[FBIS Translated Text] Recent statements to the effect 
that members of the “‘conclave’’—the presidential 
party—have met with members of the radical opposition 
in order to instigate a process intended to establish 
Etienne Tshisekedi in the office of prime minister 
remain fresh in the memory. 


True or false? They rather seem to be part of a strategy 
designed to weaken the position of Kengo wa Dondo, 
particularly abroad. 


On the ground, it is clear that both the radical opposition 
and the presidential party are at present divided on what 
actions to take to destabilize the government. A destabi- 
lization on which not everybody is agreed, at a time 
when Kengo is beginning to achieve some results. 


It also seems that Etienne Tshisekedi no longer enjoys 
the same popularity in Kinshasa as a few months ago. 
The population has grown tired of “‘politics” from which 
it feels increasingly alienated. 


The opposition “leader” evidently sees the situation 
differently. At his home in Limete, he explained to us his 
ambitions as a future presidential candidate. 


[Grogna] Should we still address you as prime minister? 
[Tshisekedi] I am the only prime minister. 
[Grogna] Kengo is therefore a puppet prime minister? 


[Tshisekedi] Indeed, Kengo owes his position to Mobutu 
and Monsengwo. We want nothing to do with such 
machinations. 


[Grogna] Do you think Kengo will resign? 


[Tshisekedi] We met with a very favorable response frum 
the presidential party. Some of its members have under- 
stood that the country must be governed by consensus 
during this transitional period. 


The opposition, led by Tshisekedi, must resolve the 
premiership question within a government of national 
unity. Without this essential stage, the transition cannot 
begin. 

[Grogna] So your belief is that Kengo must go? 


[Tshisekedi] This is quite clear. If he does not go, we will 
continue the struggle. The same struggle which led 
Mobuiu to accept a multi-party system. 


[Grogna] Is anv cooperation with Kengo then inconceiv- 
able? 


{Tshisekedi] I cannot cooperate with somebody for 
whom I have no regard. It is Mobutu who put him there. 
He is irresponsible. Kengo has been the prime minister 
of failure. I have been fighting for 15 years. 


Trust 


[Grogna] But when you see that Kengo is received 
abroad and could obtain certain aid, does that not bother 
you? 
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[Tshisekedi] No. Because we must remember that Zaire 
has lived on aid. It owes some $15 billion to its partners. 
It is not aid which is going to allow this country to 
develop. It can only prosper with a government which 
has the trust of the people. 


[Grogna] But do you not believe that the people are more 
tired than anything else after the experience of the past 
four years? 


[Tshisekedi] A people cannot be tired when it is fighting 
for its freedom. No people can accept to live in slavery. 
We are in the process of liberating the people. 


As soon as Mobutu comes to respect the law which he 
himself passed and which provides for a government of 
national unity led by a prime minister elected by the 
National Sovereign Conference, people will start to work 
for their well-being together with the government. For 
the moment, they are fighting for liberation. These are 
things which are very difficult for people in your country 
to understand. 


{Grogna] There may be a fight for liberation, but in the 
street everybody complains of being hungry ... 


[Tshisekedi] That is the result of servitude. We are what 
we are because we have been gagged. The people know 
that Mobutu is the cause of their misfortunes. They 
therefore want Mobutu to be involved in the transitional 
process. 


Fear 


[Grogna] Do you think the people are ready to continue 
the struggle? They have never expressed their desire for 
change in the form of major demonstrations, for 
example? 


[Tshisekedi] Mobutu used power to terrorize the 
country. He instilled fear in the hearts of the Zairians. It 
takes time to be freed from that fear. It is not because 
people dc not demonstrate that they accept their situa- 
tion. They know that, in our country, you can get 
yourself killed for nothing at all. 


[Grogna] What can be done so that the people are no 
longer afraid? 


[Tshisekedi] That is our job. In what we say we try to 
make people understand that fear solves nothing. It still 
requires time before the situation changes completely. 
We have already seen a favorable development over 
recent years. 


[Grogna] Do you really believe that a public opinion has 
grown up in Zaire? 


[Tshisekedi] Certainly. We were shocked when the troika 
lent its support to Kengo. No mention was made of 
Zainan public opinion, of the people, of the law. 


In your country, people think we are still living in the 
jungle. That we can pass a law today and violate it 
tomorrow. You forget to take account of the people. 
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No to Kengo... and the Robes of a Priest 


[Grogna] Do you not think that the reason the West does 
not understand you is because they are tired of it all? Do 
you not think you could have helped Kengo? 


[Tshisekedi] But why? The people decided at the 
National Council. Why should the West decide for us? 
The people elected a prime minister. We are not told why 
this man is not suitable. All Mobutu has to say is “I don’t 
like that man” and the Wes: agrees. 


If it’s like that, then let the dictatorship continue, but let 
the West stop the hypocrisy of saying that it wants to see 
change. 


We welcome cor vern for our people. But it must begin by 
respecting their views. 


The time when everything was decided in Washington, 
Paris or Brussels is over now. 


{Grogna] You are clearly very bitter toward the West. Do 
you feel betrayed? 


[Tshisekedi] No. Our own intellectuals do not always 
succeed in understanding the situation. And there is no 
reason to understand it any better when you are thou- 
sands of kilometers away. I believe above all that our 
partners are ill-informed. Rather than trusting us, they 
are backing a man because he wears the robes of a priest. 


[Grogna] So the break with Monsignor Monsengwo !s 
complete... 


[Tshisekedi] This gentleman does not exist for us. He 
claims to be apolitical but is always playing politics. He 
has never spoken for the people. 


Today, Monsengwo has all the faithful against him.

{[Grogna] If you finally got the chance to govern this 
country, what would be your priority task for its 
recovery? And could ycu provide your partners with the 
recovery plan they requested in order to help? 


[Tshisekedi] The whole of the West cooperated with 
Mobutu when he had no program.

President Moi was speaking at Naivasha in Nakuru 
District when he addressed his first public rally this year. 
The head of state lamented that in several cases some 
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leaders incited wananchi into acts of lawlessness and 
then went underground, leaving the innocent wananchi 
suffering. He said the government was then left with the 
responsibility of ensuring that peace was restored. Pres- 
ident Moi said that bad leaders, who did not have the 
interest of wananchi at heart and were only interested in 
fulfilling their selfish political goals, were responsible for 
many problems afflicting the society. He said ‘\yanza 
and Central Provinces had performed poorly 1:1 last 
year’s Kenya certificate of primacy education, due to bad 
politics and political bickering among the leaders instcad 
of concentrating on positive development. 


The head of state once again said that tribal clashes that 
had rocked some parts of the Rift Valley were perpe- 
trated by opposition figures, who wanted to spoil his 
chance of garnering votes in that province. 


On the issue of Maela, President Moi said that the 
government had tried to identify genuine squatters, with 
a view of resettling them, but some opposition leaders 
brought in dubious land prospectors who consequently 
spoilt the chance of genuine ones. 


President Moi said that the squatters later asked to be 
removed from Maela and were thus assisted by the 
government with transport, only to complain that they 
were abandoned. President Moi called on the people of 
Rift Valley to steadfastly remain united under KANU 
[Kenya African National Union] and said they should 
not allow their neighbors in Central Province to disrupt 
their peace. 


The president called on wananchi in Nakuru to update

The research and development programme was designed 
to create nerve gases that could immobilise enemy forces 
for a number of hours but not kill them, making it 
possible to overrun and occupy strategic installations 
without exposing friendly forces to dangerous com- 
pounds. 


The Delta G plant—which operated as a privately owned 
pharmaceutical company in the 1980s—was one of 
numerous front companies set up by the SADF to 
develop chemical and biological warfare capabilities. 
The factory was taken over by the industrial chemicals 
company Sentrachem late in 1993 and converted for 
normal industrial purposes. 


The existence of a network of companies that developed 
chemical warfare equipment for the military has 
emerged from various sources. These include a probe by 
the attorney general’s [AG] office into possible irregular- 
ities in the finances of some of the front companies and 
an investigation being conducted by the SUNDAY TRI- 
BUNE newspaper. 


Jan Swanepoel, head of the office for Serious Econoinic 
Offences in the AG’s office, confirmed that the network 
is under investigation in connection with a “flow of 
funds with an army project”. A top-secret report has 
been handed to Justice Minister Dullah Omar on the 
matter.

Environmental activists from Earthlife Africa, one of 
South Africa’s largest green groups, have long suspected 
that the Midrand plant was used for chemical warfare 
purposes. The suspicious were aroused in early 1992, 
when the organisation found that Delta G had polluted a 
local stormwater drain with highly toxic phenol sub- 
stances. 


An investigation was launched into the matter—with the 
co-operation of the Department of Water Affairs—and 
the company was prosecuted for breaching local environ- 
mental regulations. Now sources who worked inside 
Delta G before it was taken over by Sentrachem have 
confirmed some of the work there involved the develop- 
ment of sophisticated nerve gases. 


The sources say the programme did not reach the stage of 
mass production by the time it was abandoned. Senior 
officials in the military have confirmed that Delta G was 
a front company for the SADF’s medical services but 
insist that the work done there—and also at other firms 
in the secret network—was only to develop a defensive 
ed against the use of chemical agents by enemy 
orces. 


However, the officials admit that it was necessary to 
develop the toxic compounds being used in chemical 
warfare in order to create defensive systems against 
them. They insist that no large stockpiles of offensive 
chemicals or biological agents were produced as part of 
the programme—but concede that it would have been 
possible to convert from a defensive to offensive chem- 
ical weapons mode. 


Sentrachem purchased Delta G in August 1993. At the 
time Delta G was formally run as a private company 
owned by its sectors. However some of these officials 
were former employees of the SADF’s medical services 
and took over the company in order to privatise aspects 
of the chemical weapons research programme. 


“When we bought the company it was privately owned 
by some of its directors,” says Delta’s current MD 
[managing director], Anthony Corin. “At the time the 
work that had been conducted there was protected by 
industrial confidentiality and secrecy agreements so we 
were not entitled to any information.” 


He added this was normal commercial practice and did 
not appear sinister. 


The plant is currently used by Sentrachem solely for 
civilian purposes in the agrochemical, pharmaceutical 
and various speciality markets. Comme ‘cial products 
now made at Delta G include fungicide;, intermediate 
compounds used in the manufacture of herbicides, and 
ingredients for the manufacture of antiseptic medicines.

Other donors were Ford Motor 
Corporation and International Business Machines 
(IBM). 


Dr Boesak was appointed an EOF trustee in 1988 after 
he had negotiated with Coca Cola for funds. 


According to records of the EOF’s 1988/89 financial 
year, several payments ranging from R150,000 to 
R200,000 were made to the FPJ.

Danchurch Aid gave more than R2.9 million to the FPJ 
for needy causes but much of the money was apparently 
diverted to members of the foundation as “staff loans”. 
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Dr Boesak, whose appointment as ambassador to the 
United Nations in Geneva was last week put on ice 
pending the Danchurch Aid investigation, has denied 
any wrongdoing. 


Efforts to locate Dr Boesak and Prof Makhene for 
comment on Tuesday [10 January] were unsuccessful.

He called on traditional leaders throughout 
the country to liaise with the KwaZulu/Natal House of 
Traditional Leaders on matters affecting their future so 
it could become “the true engine of the thinking and 
aspirations of traditional leaders all over the country”. 
He urged the retention of customs, saying many people 
were bent on destroying traditional societies by 
endorsing a “melting-pot” philosophy that would have 
South Africa run on a unified system of rules.

The 77-member House of Traditional Leaders will act as 
a separate chamber to the provincial legislature and have 
specific powers, functions and duties related to cus- 
tomary and indigenous law. 


Inkatha, backed by most of the estimated 300 amakhosi 
in the province, is demanding a “sufficient degree of 
autonomy necessary to ensure the self-determination of 
the Zulu nation and of all the other people living in the 
kingdom”. 


Buthelezi gave notice that the KwaZulu House of Tradi- 
tional Leaders would aspire to become the “true engine 
room of the thinking and aspirations of traditional 
leaders all over the country”. The house’s resources 
would be made available to other traditional leaders. 


Inkatha sources confirmed yesterday that papers filed in 
the Natal Supreme Court challenging the constitution- 
ality of the house had been served on provincial premier 
and Inkatha chairman Frank Mdlalose on December 28. 
Mdilalose was given until February 14 to respond. 


However, Buthelezi yesterday rejected the ANC claims 
as “groundless, preposterous and frivolous”. 


According to the ANC, the Act reduced the power of the 
Zulu king to that of a chief while placing “real power” in 
the hands of the king’s traditional prime minister—a 
position claimed by Buthelezi. The ANC accused 
Inkatha of steamrolling the legislation through the pro- 
vincial legislature at the end of last year without proper 
consultation with all parties, including King Goodwill 
Zwelithini. 


The papers filed by the ANC specifically oppose two 
clauses in the Act: 


—No law or administrative action affecting Zulu tradi- 
tional and customary law “shall be valid and effective 
in the province unless it has been adopted by the 
provincial parliament or the cabinet”; and 


—Powers given to the house to withdraw or modify the 
duties, powers, authorities and functions of any of the 
amakhosi “guilty of misconduct in terms of Zulu law”. 
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According to a senior Inkatha source, the clause could 
also be used against Zwelithini, who rejected the Act. 
Inkatha has accused the king of switching his support 
to the ANC since the election. 


Inkatha sources said the holding of local government 
elections in KwaZulu/Natal would be a priority issue in 
the house. 


A conference of amakhosi in October last year resolved 
not to participate in the establishment of local govern- 
ment structures, regional councils and “related electoral 
processes” until, among others, the “overall framework” 
for the establishment, preservation and restoration of 
the Zulu kingdom had been established, including the 
adoption of a provincial rural local government Act and 
a constitution for the province “establishing the prov- 
ince as the kingdom of KwaZulu”’. 


Meanwhile, Inkatha sources said Inkatha chief negoti- 
ator and MP Walter Felgate would be out of action for at 
least three months after undergoing a heart operation in 
a Durban hospital yesterday.

Fuji Bank, a subsidiary of the Yamaichi group, recently 
arranged a $75-million syndicated loan for First 
National Bank. 


Mr Anthony will head up a trade delegation to South 
Africa in February, representing about 15 major finan- 
cial groups. 


Interest in South Africa has grown considerably in Japan 
in recent months. More than 900 delegates applied for 
acceptance at a seminar organised by Ernst & Young, 
Yamaichi and the Nikkei newspaper group in Japan a 
few months ago. Only 330 could be seated. South 
Africa’s Minister of Trade and Industry Trevor Manuel 
was the main speaker. 


Mr Anthony says Japanese investors are interested in 
direct investment in new projects or through joint ven- 
tures, particularly in industry and in metals and min- 
erals. 


The favourable rating granted by NIS will also open up 
capital markets to the SA government, parastatals and 
major corporations, says Mr Anthony, but it would be 
best if the government “‘started the ball rolling’’.

Economists also 
warned that the small rise in the headline gross reserves 
would not be enough to stave off an imminent hike in 
Bank rate. 


The reserves could have been hit by what one termed a 
‘massively low” trade balance in December. The inflows 
could have also decreased because of weaker investor 
confidence in emerging markets. Bank Governor Chris 
Stals said: “As is usual for December, there was a 
substantial decline in the net foreign reserves.” But Ed 
Hern Rudolph economist Nick Barnardt said despite the 
technical seasonal factors, the R3.lbn drop in December 
was greater than expected. 


Stals said the decline had been funcied from proceeds of 
the bond issue and from draw-duwns by the Bank on 
existing foreign credit facilities. ‘it can be expected that 
at least part of this decline . ...wi!! flow back in January 
1995.” 


Rand Merchant Bank chief economist Rudolf Gouws 
was not concerned, as most of the forex would return this 
month. 8 


The figures showed the currency component of the 
reserves up at R5.97bn (R4.64bn), while its gold hold- 
ings jumped to R5.12bn (R4.75bn). The increase in 
bullion held by the Bank stemmed from the second 
consecutive monthly increase in physical gold holdings, 
which rose to 4.20-million ounces (3.87-million). 


One economist said the Bank was probably holding gold 
back from the market to help slow the decline in the gold 
price. The rand gold price was pegged at R1,218.69/oz 
(R1,227.79). 


The Bank’s other liabilities increased almost R2bn to 
R10.198bn (R8.042bn), reflecting the increased foreign 
loans referred to by Stals. 


4 Billion Rands in Pension Funds Privatized

The Associated Institutions’ Pension Fund comprises 
the pensions of employees mainly at universities and 
technikons, scientific councils, zoos and museums, and 
covers about 210 institutions. 


It is one of five state pension funds managed by the 
Public Invesument Commissioners (PIC), which invests 
virtually all the funds flowing to it in gilts and parastatal 
stock. The PIC’s assets are estimated at R90bn, of which 
only about R3bn is invested in equities. 


The step to free up the fund follows demands from the 
associated institutions to create their own pension funds 
which they argued, would show better returns because of 
a broader spread of investments. Legislation was passed 
last year to allow the move. 


Private fund managers ranging from small, aggressive 
outfits to the major players have been competing vigor- 
ously for the new business. Mostert could not say which 
private fund managers had benefited, as it depended on 
each individual institution which one it chose for its 
fund. 


The freeing of the funds has generated bullish sentiment 
towards equities. Analysts argued that as long as 
exchar.ge controls remained, the extra funds available 
for investment on the JSE would put upward pressure on 
share prices. 


Board of Executors senior portfolio manager Rob Lee 
said in his latest Investment Outlook that the move by 
state pension funds into equities was a positive factor for 
the JSE. It was one of the reasons why shares remained 
preferable to bonds—despite low dividend yields and 
high real interest rates. 


Lee said large-scale privatisation would help achieve a 
structural shift in the state pension fund’s holding of 
growth assets. This would underpin the JSE but be a 
threat to bond prices because the pension fund was 
almost fully invested in government stock. 


Mostert said the amounts to be transferred to the newly 
created private funds would be determined on the basis 
of actuarial valuations and the extent of funding. Market 
sources said the actuarial deficits in the fund would have 
to be made up by the private investment managers over 
a period of time, and explained why some members had 
opted to remain with the guaranteed benefits offered by 
the state. 


Mostert confirmed that the actuarial deficit—the gap 
between projected liabilities and assets—played a role in 
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decisions on keeping pensions with the state fund. He 
said there were no plans yet to give other state employees 
a similar choice. 


Analysts said while the actuarial deficits could be 
addressed by allowing a wider spread of investments, it 
could create new headaches for government. Financing 
the budget deficit without the PIC as a captive market 
for government stock would be difficult. 


Mostert said the state pension funds would be examined 
when drawing up a Pension Funds Act, which had to be 
done in terms of the constitution. 


The PIC in the late 1980s farmed part of its monthly 
cash flow out to private fund managers to compare ‘heir 
performance with the state’s. But their investments 
remained restricted largely to the long bond market. 


Sasol Approves Building Solvent Plant

In order to 
combat the distrust, he added that he has agreed to meet 
with General Ben Ben in a UNITA-controlled area under 
UN auspices. He also said he is going to propose from 
the outset that a second meeting should take place, 
probabiy in Luanda. 


On the other hand, General Ben Ben, without going into 
many details, said that the Lusaka accord is fragile 
because there is no concrete basis to bring it to life. He 
added that it is to overcome disagreement and the 
accord’s fragility that he is sitting at the table with Joao 
de Matos today. 


There is some optimism, although not much is expected 
from this first meeting, the aim of which appears to us to 
be to create an atmosphere of trust between the two 
sides.

We are afraid that people who voted for Renamo will 
now be targets for revenge. After all, that is what is 
happening already. We have received reports that police, 
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even administrators in Sofala, Manica, Tete, and Nam- 
pula Provinces have been saying: You voted for 
Dhiaka‘aa. Now that Dhlakama lost the elections, you 
are going to see what will happen. People have ber 
telling me: President Dhiakama, we are going to d.c 
because we voted for you. We want your protection. 


“One of the protections we can give people is to have 
honest and impartial people appointed as governors to 
those provinces who will satisfy both the voters and 
Renamo. This does not mean we are demanding power 
or we want to implement the Renamo government plan 
or we wish to contradict the Frelimo-led central govern- 
ment. 


“We recognize that Mr. Chissano won the elections. The 
fact that we accepted the electoral result means that we 
recognize the fact that he has won. He is the [words 
indistinct] and that is precisely why we are talking abou 
a list. What we want is to be able to help choose the men 
who will be provincial governors. We believe itis is 
propaganda. Frelimo is aware that this is a n\osi impor- 
tant issue. Frelimo wants to keep people calm in the 
central and northern regions by suggesting that the 
Renamo leader has dropped his demands. However, I 
would like to take this opportunity to tell all those who 
voted for Dhiakama and Renamo, even those who voted 
for Frelimo, that I am denying those reports. Instead, I 
would like to make it clear that it is our perception, our 
wish, and in our interest that Frelimo act in accordance 
with the spirit of national reconciliation. Frelimo must 
not seek revenge and it must work with people from 
other parties, particularly Renamo, which won most of 
the votes in those five provinces. We are just demanding 
our rights. 

“I would like to say once again that it is not our aim to 
violate the Constitution. We are not demanding 
autonomy for those five provinces. We are not 
demanding power- or government-sharing. It is nothing 
like that. Let me reneat that Frelimo must assuage the 
concerns of people in the center and the north, and 
President Chissano :nust show he is the head of state of 
all Mozambican people. He must not be head of state 
only to those several million people who voted for 
Frelimo. It is important to remember that several mil- 
lion other people voted for Renamo. To assuage fears 
and quash doubts among the people, President Chissano 
should include Renamo members or sympathizers.” 


The reason for the Renamo demand is to guarantee 
political and social stability in those provinces. Renamo 
leader Afonso Dhlakama noted that if Chissano does not 
agree, then that is his problem. 


[Dhlakama] “I think President Chissano can do so and 
has the right to do so. He can do it; no one will forbid 
him. However, that would be tantamount to placing a 
battalion commander among common soldiers who are 
against the battalion commander. In other words, let us 
imagine that there is a battalion of 300 men and the 
army says: As of today, Joao will be your commander. 
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However, the soldiers in the battalion do not want that 
commander because he is no good and no one is inter- 
ested in having him as commander. The army leadership 
may well decide to make Joao th¢ battalion commander, 
it has the right to do so, but Joao will not be able to fight 
alongside his men.

If people do not regard that person as 
their governor, certainly the whole thing will not work. 
The man they place in that position will feel rather 
isolated; perhaps he will even ask to step down. | fail to 
see the way out of that problem.” 


“Obviously, President Chissano can use force. However, 
I do not believe President Chissano will forcibly appoint 
some Joao to Sofala Province. If the people do not want 
to cooperate, will he send police to kill 1 million people 
in Sofala Province? That is the worst thing.” 


Afonso Dhlakama also noted that Renamo’s demands 
must not be viewed as an attempt (?to take over). 


[Dhlakama] “I think I have the right to demand protec- 
tion for the people who voted for Renamo. That is why 
we are making the demand. It is not because we want to 
govern. If my objective was to govern, I would not accept 
the election results because I know there was fraud. | 
would have forced the international community to 
accept a second round. I would win because all the 
opposition was determined to vote for Dhlakama. Since 
I fought for freedom and just democracy, I did not 
bother to reject the elections. What I am doing here is 
aimed solely at protecting the people.” 


The Renamo leader also spoke about the new govern- 
ment formed by Chissano, saying there is another oppor- 
tunity to [words indistinct]. 


[Dhiakama] “What we see is that we are confronted with 
the same policy rather than a new policy. There are a few 
new faces but even these new faces were and are elements 
who were forged and grew up in Frelimo. There is no one 
who does not belong to Frelimo. There are no members 
from other parties or intellectuals or people drawn from 
business. They are all people from the same household. 
They are people with the same ideology. They know what 
Frelimo is and will carry out its policy. Nothing changed 
at the central level.

Chissaro has always been their president and con- 
tinues as president of the country. I do not see where the 
strength will come to force Chissano to issue a new 
guideline, to say: You should now stop stealing.

On the conflict between the new Mozambique Defense 
Armed Forces [FADM] and priice in Liberdade Ward on 
the outskirts of M2=..0 recently, which resulted in the 
death of three people and the wounding of several others, 
Dhiakama said: 


[Dhlakama] “It is somehow a difficult situation. It is a 
complex situation. [Defense] Minister Aguiar Mazula 
and [Interior] Minister Manuel Antonio should meet and 
try to investigate the reasons that led the two forces to 
clash. This is a bad image for the nation. I think it is a 
shame in a country like ours for our forces to clash, 
resulting in deaths and injuries. 


“Having said this, I must say, however, that we are 
experiencing an emptiness. The FADM force has been 
abandoned. FADM is made up of two forces that fought 
each other in the past—Renamo and Frelimo. Forces 
from these two parties constitute the FADM forces. They 
do not, however, receive any incentive from the Mozam- 
bican state. They have been completely forgotten. I think 
that Chissano, as FADM commander in chief, does not 
seem to understand that although half of the FADM 
forces come from Renamo, our party is not in FADM. 
All the soldiers in FADM are simply Mozambican citi- 
zens. They are loyal to the state and obey the commander 
in chief's orders and guidelines. I deplore this situation. 
The head of state does not want to hear anything about 
FADM. That is not a secret. 


“The police now are acting as the army. All the security 
for the president, government, and state lies in the 
police. All the trust has been placed in the Police of the 
Republic of Mozambique and the Rapid Intervention 
Police. The danger is that the police are not professional. 
It is an army. It is made up of thousands and thousands 
of members and technicians who were soldiers trans- 
ferred to the police after the General Peace Accord. They 
joined the police but they are still soldiers. The only 
thing they changed was the uniform. In their work, they 
continue to act like soldiers. They have been trained to 
kill. They have been trained and recruited to deal with 
Renamo. All these soldiers are in the police force. This 
means we have two armies in the country. 
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“There is nu police force. What is more, evcn those 
policemen who have never been Frelimo soldiers are not 
professionals. They are politicians. Sc the police force 
contiues to be paftisan.

In addition, subsidies were annually paid for libraries 
and fire protection services while the South African 
Government had also agreed to the establishment of 
certain coastal resorts. 


New chalets and associated facilities were completed at 
Dolfyn Park and certain works at Langstrand were 
approved prior to the re-incorporation of the town. The 
Council has bridged the expenditure incurred in connec- 
tion with these works. 


At one stage after the re-integration, it was uncertain 
whether the outstanding liabilities would still be hon- 
oured. 


A delegation of the Council met the former Adminis- 
trator of the Cape Province who in the meantime had 
become Minister of Finance of the Western Cape, and it 
was agreed that the outstanding debts would be paid. 


Just before the Namibian elections, South Africa agreed, 
in principle, to write off Namibia’s N$700 million colo- 
nial debt after wide-ranging talks between President Sam 
Nujoma and Nelson Mandela. 
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President Nelson Mandela at the time said it would be 
immoral for a democratic South African government to 
allow Namibia, as a developing country, to pay the debt 
of a former colonial administration. He also announced 
that properties registered in the name of South Africa in 
Namibia would be transferred back to Namibia. 


Repayment of the debt to South Africa was set to begin 
in 17 installments of N$78.5 million each year from next 
April until April 2012, making the total N$1,330 mil- 
lion.

The sessional address lasted | hour 10 minutes. Presi- 
dent Rawlings first expressed every confidence that 
members of Parliament will display the necessary dili- 
gence and commitment to their responsibilities to the 
people, as they have done in the past years. He said 
although the politicai scene was heated, if not acrimo- 
nious, the government demonstrated its commitment to 
the democratic principles embodied in the Constitution 
through tolerance, patience, and the spirit of accommo- 
dation. The president then touched on the electoral 
process, saying it is important for everyone to recognize 
the independence of the Electoral Commission to enable 
it to carry out its function. He said it is equally important 
for the commission to assert its constitutional autonomy 
and be guided only by the Constitution. President Raw- 
lings said it would be appropriate for the conditions to be 
created for any political parties which have had course to 
decline further participation in the proceedings of the 
Interparty Consultative Committee to return to the 
discussion table. President Rawlings then touched on the 
Ghana, Vision 2020 program which will be aimed at 
consolidating developmental goals and working towards 
more sustainable development: 


[Begin Rawlings recording] Article 36 Clause 5 of the 
Constitution of the Republic of Ghana stipulates that, 
within two years of assuming office, the president shall 
present Parliament a coordinating program of economic 
and social development policies, including agricultural 
and industrial programs at all levels, and in all dimen- 
sions of Ghana. In accordance with this provision, | 
presented to the speaker yesterday a document which we 
called “Ghana, Vision 2020—The First Step”. Once the 
coordinated program of economic and social develop- 
ment policies is scrutinized and approved by Parliament, 
the document will be circulated to the ministries, sector 
agencies, the regional coordinating councils, and the 
district assemblies, together with planning guidelines for 
the preparation of sectoral and district medium-term 
plans. A workshop aimed at coordinating the various 
submissions will take place in the third quarter of 1995, 
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and will involve policymakers in both the public and 
private sectors. The conclusions will form the basis for 
the preparation of the detailed national five-year plan for 
the period January 1996 to December 2000. 


Ladies and gentlemen, this development plan will be the 
reference document that informs the entire country, as 
well as the international community, of the enabling 
environment to be provided by government in support 
of private investment, initiative, and innovation, and 
also informs nongovernmental organizations about the 
priority social and economic activities in the various 
districts of the country. [end recording] 


Touching on economic performance in 1994, President 
Rawlings said the government is concerned about the 
rate of depreciation of the cedi against the major foreign 
currencies and noted that the ritual of annual demand 
for salary increases, if not checked, will continue to 
undermine the exchange value of the cedi. He stressed 
the need to raise the competitiveness of local industries, 
export more to earn more foreign exchange, and reduce 
the demand for imported goods. 


On employment, the president said the government’s 
goal of creating 50,000 jobs last year was exceeded, 
adding that the government will continue to create 
avenues for more real jobs and not political inventions at 
the expense of the state and the economy. 


On housing, President Rawlings said, through the com- 
bined efforts of SSNIT [Social Security and National 
Insurance Trust], the State Housing Corporation, and 
the Ghana Real Estate Developers Association, 
GREDA, about 5,000 housing units were provided. He 
however, regretted that relatively few of these hovsing 
units were affordable to low income earners. He there- 
fore urged the organizations in the sector to make their 
services more responsive to the means of the low-income 
earner. 


On agriculture, President Rawlings noted that the 
increases in the producer price of cocoa has had positive 
effects on the performance of farmers. However, he said 
it is unfortunate that the inability of the Bank of Ghana 
to provide adequate currency notes on time. [sentence as 
heard] President Rawlings said this situation is being 
exploited by certain political interest groups to place the 
government in a bad light, adding that the government 
will not play politics with the welfare of the country’s 
farmers. He said the concern of government is to ensure 
that outstanding payments are met soon as possible and 
that there will be no such recurrence in the future. 
President Rawlings looked at the task ahead: 


[Begin Rawlings recording] The year ahead, however, 
will not be an easy one, but however busily occupied we 
may be in our own districts or sectors, it is essential that 
we make an extra effort to inform and educate ourselves 
about government policies and programs. Each one of 
us, whether ministers, members of Parliament, civil 
servants, or public functionaries, must live beyond our 
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specific sphere of responsibilities within our sector or 
constituency, and invest time and effort to study and 
appraise ourselves of broader government decisions and 
policies. Only then, ladies and gentlemen, can we ensure 
that our actions are consistent with the coordinated 
vision of the future, and only then will we be able to 
articulate and propagate that vision so as to carry the 
mass of our people along in the arduous task of nation 
building in a very dedicated way. Ladies and gentlemen, 
if we fail to invest this additional effort then we shall 
have no business occupying our positions. [end 
recording] 


On foreign relations, President Rawlings said it is the 
country’s prayer that the Accra Accords signed by 
Liberia’s factional leaders will bring lasting peace to the 
country. He said Ghana’s first diplomats will soon leave 
for South Africa to open Ghana’s High Commission in 
Pretoria. He also spoke of improvement in the country’s 
relations with her neighbors, particularly Cote d’Ivoire 
and Togo. Before the sessional address, President Raw- 
lings inspected a guard of honor mounted outside Par- 
liament by 96 officers and men of the Ghana Armed 
Forces.

““We will cross that bridge when we get to it,” Taylor said 
with a broad grin. He has made no secret of his ambi- 
tions during the course of the war his Front started with

““We are going to write the first page of the last chapter of 
the Liberian civil war,” Taylor told AFP. “‘The 
remaining pages would be the tolerance of the Liberian 
people, massive funding from donor agencies and the 
United States and lastly, the mercy of Almighty God,” 
one senior Ghanaian official commented.

According to these parties the 
fraudulent operation covers 111,000 votes, essentially 
concentrated in three regions. The revelation was made 
this afternoon following a meeting of the leadership of 
these various parties. Here is the joint communique 
issued this afternoon: 


[Begin unidentified official recording] These files, com- 
piled after the second round of the 1993 presidential 
elections, were to constitute the starting point for the 
establishment of the 1993 and 1994 additional voters’ 
lists. However, the 1993 list, which was presented by the 
Computer Services Department Directorate and which 
was used to reestablish voters’ cards, was false. In fact, 
after comparing the two lists, we noticed a varying 
degree of differences in the number of registered voters 
in all districts of Niger except Bilma. 


This manipulation of the 1993 voters’ list has resulted, 
on the one hand, in the elimination of 44,000 registered 
voters in 1993. In other words, 44,000 citizens who 
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received voters’ cards in 1993 no longer have any. On the 
other hand, it has resulted in the insertion of 67,000 
names in the 1993 file, not as part of the 1993-1994 
additional list but as voters registered before the second 
round of the 1993 presidential election. In other words, 
through this fraudulent exercise, 67,000 persons who 
were never registered either on the list for the previous 
polls or on the 1993-1994 supplemental list, now have 
voters’ cards. This fraudulent exercise by the govern- 
ment involves | 11,000 votes essentially in three regions: 
Tahoua—53,000 votes; Maradi—32,000; Tillabery— 
16,000. [all figures as heard] [passage omitted] 


A number of our citizens have made unheeded claims 
about this fraudulent manipulation. They have noticed 
in their localities that the cards that were not used in 
1993 are not available but that on the contrary, cards 
from other areas have been sent to them. For example, at 
(Barga), a locality in the Tahoua administrative district, 
only voters registered on the additional lists have cards. 


Desiring, at all costs, the organization of free, regular, 
and fair elections, the parties believe that the correction 
of this major fraudulent exercise constitutes the indis- 
pensable condition for the holding of these early legisla- 
tive elections. This correction must be done to make it 
possible for the 44,000 eliminated voters to vote and to 
prevent from voting the 67,000 who were fraudulently 
added to the list. [end recording] 


It should be added that the opposition parties also 
condemned the assassination yesterday of Seydou Dan 
Djouma, the UPDP-Chamwa candidate in Maradi. 


We are deeply offended by the assassination of this 
Opposition candidate at the end of the electoral cam- 
paign. The perpetrators of this terrorist act, which is 
contrary to our political traditions, must be rapidly 
identified and severely punished. We appeal to all our 
members to remain particularly vigilant and firm during 
this critical period of our country’s history.

Delegates Postpone Constitution Debate til March

Conference reconvened today but postponed delibera- 
tions on the proposed draft Constitution until March. As 
Correspondent Yusuf Adi reports, the postponement 
was said to have become necessary because a complete 
and clean draft of the Constitution would not be ready 
for discussion until the first week of February. 


[Begin recording] [Adi] Delegates reconvened today in 
Abuja after a one-month break to deliberate on the 
conference’s Constitution Drafting Committee’s report. 
The deputy chairman of the conference, Justice 
Mamman Nasir, who is also the chairman of the 
Drafting Committee, told delegates that the draft copy of

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the Constitution and a supplementary volume of the 
report of the Conference are almost ready. What 
remains, he said, include proof reading and binding of 
both volumes. The committee, he pointed out, took into 
consideration while preparing its report (?various) Con- 
stitutions and other reports as from 1960 and 1989 and 
Constitutions of other countries like France, India, 
South Africa, and the German Democratic Republic. He 
said the main focus is to prepare grounds for a system of 
government that is agreeable to all groups, as well as 
preserve the unity and integrity of the nation. 


Justice Mamman Nasir said one of the key aspects to be 
contained in the draft copy is a clause that will make it 
an offense for any group to take over governments from 
a democratic system. Based on the interim report of the 
Constitution Drafting Committee, some delegates 
moved for the postponement of discussions until when 
the copy is complete and circulated to members. Chief 
Tony Anenih from Edo State says the committee needs 
more time to prepare a good document. 


[Anenih] It will be unreasonable to submit the report in 
piecemeal, wanting us to debate on these chapters 
because they are ‘all interwoven, so we will need a 
complete set of a finished product. 


[Adi] Alhaji Mohamed Dansado from Sokoto State 
shares the same view. Chief Samuel Mbakwe from Imo 
feels this way: 


[Mbakwe] We (?dare) the head of state to come here and 
dissolve this conference; we have finished, send us away 
and then the Drafting Committee will finish their work 
and then hand it over with you as a chairman. 
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[Adi] The conference voted in favor of postponing 
discussions on the draft Constitution until March this 
year. Earlier, the conference paid tributes to the late 
prime minister of the Midwest Region, Chief Dennis 
Osadegbe, and the late vice chancellor of the Obafemi 
Awolowo University, Professor Ojetunje Oboyode. [pas- 
sage omitted] 


Although debate on a complete draft Constitution has 
been adjourned till the first week of March this year, 
delegates will reconvene tomorrow to prepare a better 
focus to guide the Constitution Drafting Committee.

Country Ranks 6th in Natural Gas Production

cubic meters of natural gas as at the end of 1993. An 
industry source told the NEWS AGENCY OF NIGERIA 
in Lagos that the production ranked the country as the 
sixth leading gas producer among OPEC member 
nations. It said Algeria produced the largest of 133.7 
billion cubic meters in the period under review while 
Gabon produced 2.7 billion. In the 12-nation oil cartel, 
Indonesia produced 74.2 billion cubic meters, Saudi 
Arabia 67.3 billion, and Iran 60 billion. The source 
explained that the OPEC member nations jointly mar- 
keted 253.3 billion cubic meters of the gas produced and 
flared 67 [units not specified] while 32 billion was 
subjected to other uses.
